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Have in a larger Treatiſe ſhewed, that no Place is bet- 
ter ſituated for Trade than England; but that the great 
Encouragements given to ſuch who advanced Money 
on the Funds of the Million-AQ,, Lottery-A& and 

Bank of Exg/azd, were very prejudicial in that they increaſed 
the Intereſt of Money, which I demonſtrated to be very 
deſtructive to the Trade of the Kingdom. I proved that 
for the Million raiſed in 1692, (had the whole been paid 
in upon Annuities with Survivorſhip) the Nation would 
have paid 93142167. 135. 94. more than the Principal 
and, Intereft, and Intereſt upon Intereſt, at's 7. Fo Cert. 
per Annum,; and that tor advancing a Million-of Money 
on the Lottery-AQt, the Nation wall pay 1129174 . 5 s. 
2 d, in ſixteen Years time more than their Principal and 
Intereſt, and Intereſt upon Intereſt; \and that the Bank 
of England, if. they ſhall be continued for ſixty , Years, 
will be paid for the 1200000 /. advanced by the Contry- 
butors to their Majeſties, above , x4 Millions more-than 
their. Principal and Intereſt, and Intereſt upon. Intereſt. 
L have ſhewed that theſe great Encouragements to adyance 
Money on the late Funds wall ruin the 'Lrade of the King- 
dom ; that Tradeſmen who trade with their own Src 
draw their Money out of "Trade to advance on theſe 
Funds ; and thoſe who lend Money to Tradeſmen where- 
with to drive their Trades, call it out of their Hands, or 
force them, (if they continue it with them) to give a higher 
'Intereft to'their undoing, by reaſon they can make a greater 
advantage by advancing their Money to-the Government ; 
.that this high Intereſt will fling the Trade of, the Nation 
into the Hands ot F CENTS, who pay les Intereſt, al 
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who can therefore under-ſell us at Foreign Markets ; and 
that theſe Funds divert the Genius of the SubjeQs from their 
Buſineſs, while our Neighbours keep cloſe to their Trade, 
and take that ineſtimable Jewel out of our Hands. I alſo 
proved that it is no lefs deſtrudtive to the Nobility and 
Gentry, &c. of the Kingdom, in that it would bring Land 
to 12 or 14 Years Purchaſe; that a Perſon who hath 50 L 
per Annum in Fand, if he fell it for 660 /. being 12 Years 
Purchaſe, he may purchaſe 50 /. per Annaum in the Bank, 
free from Taxes, whereas he- muſt pay - for the Tax of 
45. in the Pound laid on his Land, and Charge of the 
Militia, &«. at” leaſt 12 /. per Ar. And that he may, have 
500 1. at an hour's warning of the Bank upon the Security 
of his 600 /. whereas he cannot without great Difficulty, 
lofs of Time, and Expence in examining Titles, Procuration, 
Continuation, &c. raiſe ſo much upon the Credit of his 
Eſtate; and that the very Bank-Bills will be preferr*d before 
Land, becauſe a Man one #oonhy 60l. 16 5. 8d, per Annum 
Intereſt 'for 2000 /. Bank-Bills, and have 2000/1. always 
lying by him ; whereas 2000/7. laid ont in Land will not 
bring him in more Profit, upon which he'can hardly raiſe 
1000 /, without great Trouble, Charge and loſs of Time. 
Theſe Conſiderations put me upon conſidering of other Me- 
thods for the Supply of their Majeſties, and for the Eaſe of 
the SubjeA, which I laid down-in ſeveral Propoſals, mn ſub-

per annum tor 3o Years. This indeed would have cleared 
all mortgaged Eſtates ; the Bills of Credit iſſued out would 
not have exceeded the Func {ettled for Security of them ; 
and a Gentleman would haveſold a Rent-charge of 1co /. 
per annum for 3o Years, for as much as he can fell the Fee of 
tool, per annum, Several other Advantages I propoſed 
by the ſaid Method ; but all things conſidered, I found it fo 
far ſhort of what Advantages their Majeſties and the Nati- 
on might reap by the preſent propoſed Merhod, that F 
totally declined it.
